Gentlemen: 


I suhmit herewith a report of my duties as Solicitor of 
Sullivan County from January 1, 1937 to January 1, 1938. 

At the February Term 19387 there were no cases to present to 
the Grand Jury which resulied in a substantial financial saving 
to the County. At the September Term there were twenty-two 
respondents. Most of 'these were properly disposed of, but two 
are now scheduled for trial at this term. One respondent was 
tried and convicted of a statutory offence and received from four 
to six years in the State’s Prison. It has been necessary to 
attend to several juvenile delinquents as well as the usual non- 
support cases. There has been a decrease in the ordinary run of 
crimes, but a marked increase in sex crimes.
